The 
‘crowds of waiting mow are so great that 
the bank authorities have been compelled 
to nppeal to the polico for protection, and 
alao to regtlate the noise and bawling 
that are inseparable'from such 6 state of 
affairs, Tho bank hag now had recourse 
to another device, Tt has. determined 
that those who ‘have notes to: cash muxt 
first af oll go to another strect and change 
their notes for a bamboo chop, and when 
they prosent these chops to the bank 
they will be regarded as notes. The ab.. 
ject of this is to make it dificult for 
thos who seck to make money this way, 
to realize: their: intentions, for possibly 
thoy will hositate to go Girst to the money- 
changers to buy the ‘note, then tramp 
a conple of miles to exchange it for the

Very soon ‘after the breeze came away 


from the Fast and, with the mainsail 


three-quarters hoisted, she wax compelled 
to beat, the, strong tides precluding: pro- 
gress until, at daylight on the following 
morning, she found herself still alongride 
tho Fuirwoy Buoy.’ At 7 a.pgi. on the 
23rd, the wind hauled to $.8.1. and with 
fine wenther the: junk ‘onee more stond 
out to sea, heading this time for Van 
Diernan’s Strait.
